Her- 
man' of this place who, upon reading 
of the Incident In the paper, recognis- 
ed the name as that of a nephew of 
hers who had died many years ago 
in Infancy Mr*. Herman went over 
to the burial place at Gras« I..ake 
and mkde sure of the fad that the 
stone had removed from its base. 

Mrs. itichard Wilton of I.,ake VIIU 
le'tlso an uunt of the- deceased, and, 
upon learning that the stone was In 
Waukegan she and her husband look 
Bteps to return It. Friday Mr. Wil- 
ton drove to Waukegan, Idenllfled 
the stone, brought it back and reset 
It In its place in the (irass Lake 
cemetery. 

Jusi what could have been the In 
tent of the vandals will probably 
never bt' learned, nor were authori- 
ties able to advance any clue as to 
who was responsibte for the act.
